Mrs. Dixon says she knows nothing of William 
Moore and Thomas Foley, who were indicted for the 
murder of her son. The jast letter she had from 
Smith was received on May 18, @ little more than @ 
month before he came to his death. 

When Smith’s body was found it was at first 
thought he had been run over and his head cut 
off by the wheels of a Wabash locomotive. Moore 
and Foley were found a few feet away from the 
tracks, Moore with his head cut and bleeding and 
Foley apparently unconscious, but injured internal- 
1) The theory advanced at the time was that 
the three men were tramps from a colony of hoboes 
which had been at Wellsville for a week. 

Moore and Foley could give no account of how 
they came on the track, and the supposition was 
that the three tramps had become intoxicated and 
lay down on the tracks to sleep. The incoming 
train had then passed over Smith, knocking Moore 
and Foley to one side. 

few days later an old negress named Mandy 
Spaltzer told a story which indicated that Smith 
had been killed and his body placed on the railroad 
track to conceal the murder. She said she heard 
three men whose descriptions fitted Smith, Moore 
and Foley, quarreling near her cabin, and that two 
of them seemed to be threatening the third man. 
Her story was investigated, and among the dis- 
coveries made was a kit of burglar’s tools belong- 
ing to the men. Other developments warranted 
the step, and when Moore and Foley were well 
enough to leave the doctor's care they were ar- 
rested, 

After their indictment they were placed in the 
Warrenton jail. Foley escaped two weeks ago, but 
Moore is still in custody. 


THAT GREAT WIRE TRUST. 


Interested St. Louisans Don’t Believe It Has Been 
Organized. 


St. Loulsans who should know deny that the wire 


trust has been organized. 

Gerritt H. Ten Broek, known as one of the prime 
movers in the trust, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“I am confident the organization has not been 
effected. That it will be soon admits of little doubt. 
There is no secret that a Hcense to organize the 
American Steel and Wire Co. was applied for in 
Illinois recently, and the company will doubtless be 
organized under the laws of that State, The com- 
pany will be capitalized at $87,000,000. 

‘‘Niv work in the matter is practically completed. 
I obtained the options on the various plants 
throughout the country and then Interested enough 
capitalists to carry out the plans. I represented 
certain men in the work, but I am not at liberty 
now to disclose their names. When the new com- 
pany is organized I expect to be interested, but 
just now I have nothing to do with it. 

D. A. Merriman, manager of the Consolidated 
Steel and Wire Co., 1935 Papin street, said he was 
confident the organization of the trust was not 
completed. 

‘That the combination may be effected soon I 
will not deny nor affirm. But it has not yet been 
organized. This plant will likely become a Part 
of the combination, but now it is running as it 
always has. 

‘“! do not attribute the increase in the price of 
wire and naiba to the organization of the combina- 
tion. Each spring there is an increase in the price, 
due to natural reasons. The demand for the prod- 
uct is always brisk in the spring, and prices always 
goup. The increase this year is not 60 great as it 
wis last. Prices will likely recede tn June as they 
always have done.” 


PHOTOGRAPHED HER BRAIN. 


Effort to Locate the Bullet in Nellie Mangan’s 


Head. 

An X-ray photograph has been made of the head 
of Nellie Mangan at the City Hospital in the hope 
of locating exactly the part of the bullet whic his 
known to be in her brain,

ST. LOUIS’ INSANE ASYLUM. 


Secretary of the Board of Charities Recommends State 


Assistance. 
After a thorough investigation of the charitable 
institutions of the city, Dr. A. E. Rogers, Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Charities and Correc- 


tion, expresses the opinion that accommodations 
should be provided for paupers independently, and 
that the State should help support. the St. Louis 
Insane Asylum. 

The doctor lives at Nevada, Mo., where State 
Lunatic Asylum, No. 3, is located, and has just 
finished a tour of the State institutions at St. 
Joseph, Fulton and Boonville. 

He is shocked at the over-crowded condition of 
the St. Louls Poorhouse, and recommends legisia- 
tion separating the paupers from the pauper insane 
and the erection of another building; the sale of 
the Missouri School for the Blind at a reasonabie 
figure and a new building somewhere in the West- 
ern suburbs of the city: and a general law prohibit- 
ing county courts from sending insane persong to 
the poorhouses. 

Dr. Rogers speaks in praise of the economy and 
cleanliness of the city’s charitable institutions, and 
notes a marked improvement in the House of 
Refuge. He suggests that young medical gradu- 
ates be not retained to practice in the insane 
asylums, where experienced physicians are neces- 
sary at all times.

A Bill Has Been Prepared for the Enlargement of the 
Limits. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Secretary Bliss hae sent 
to the Public Land Committees of the Senate and 
Heuse a bill prepared by Col. Young, the acting 
superintendent of the Yellowstone National Park, 
for the extension of the limits of that reservation 
by about three thousand square miles. In this exe 
tension is included the existing timber reserve in 
Wyoming, which abuts partly on the east and part- 
ly on the southern portions of the reservation. It 
also embraces a portion of the reservation set ast 
by President Cleveland in his order of Feb. 16, 188, 
known as the Teton Forest Reserve, also in Wyo- 
ming. Another strip included is that at the south- 
west corner, where there is a large amount of 
marshy land, to Which the animals resort for feed. 
To the northwest of the park, in Montana, is a 
strip of mountanous country in which wild game 
abounds and which Is the locality where most of 
the poachers get into the park. This portion is also 
to be included.

Lexington was a bay horse by four-mile

Starting ag a 8-year-old, he was always a 
race horse. At one time he was the idol 
of the whole South. He once ran a match 
over the old Métairle course, at New Or- 
leans, and it was a saying at the time that 
the visiting Kentuckians came back home 
with enough gold to singc a steamboat. In 
his career of continuous victory he won 
several fortunes for Ten Broeck. The sad- 
dest of all fates came to him. Through 
some illness or other this king went stone 
blind. After raeing from North to South 
and sweeping everything before him, he 
saw the daylight go out, and his name was 
no more on the lips of the crowd. But his 
fame was not to die. A. J. Alexander, the 
far-seeing proprietor of the Woodburn 
Farm, near Lexington, bought the blind 
king, and he paid the enormous price of 
$15,000 for him. Fifteen thousand dollars 
for a blind horse! Ridiculous! And even 
Kentucky laughed: but Alexander, firm in 
his faith, said: “Laugh on; some day I 
will sell a son of his for more money.”

“Teddy”? Edwards, who has undertaken 
this feat, is a mative of Anglesea, Wales, 
but a naturalized citizen of this country. 
Before coming to this country, five years 
ago, Edwards was a noted annihilator of 
distance in England. At one time he held 
the Liverpool to London record. Since com- 
ing here he has done some notable perform- 
ances.

Florence Hazard, a handsome man of 41 
but who looks no more than 30, 
is in the holdover, charged with having a 
plurality of wives. 

Hazard was arrested at 3%3 Caroline 
street while seeking an interview with wife 
No. 2, who ts the prosecuting witness. The 
woman is stopping temporarily in this city, 
and the authority for Hazard’s arrest comes 
from Union, the county seat of Franklin 
County, near which place Hazard was mar- 
ried the second time. On the police records 
he is marked ‘‘fugitive.”’ 

Hazard admits having had two wives, but 
pleads in extenuation that he thought his 
first wife had secured a divorce, 

“I was married 21 years ago,” sald Haz- 
ard, ‘“‘and my bride was Miss Mary J. Boys 
of Washington County. We separated sev- 
en years ago. 

“About three years ago I was told that 
my wife had been divorced and was going 
to marry again. I thought that set me 
free, so-when I met Miss Alice Lanius in 
lranklin County shortly after I heard the 
divorce story, I felt at liberty to marry 
her. Lieutenant-Governor Bolte, who was 
then Probate Judge, performed the mar- 
riage ceremony. That was about three 
years ago. About one year ago I separated 


from my second wife. Now she comes up 
with the assertion that my first wife never 
had a divorce and that I was guilty of 
bigamy when I married the second time. I 
relied on the divorce report as given to me 
and if it is not true, I am guilty .of no 
intentional wrong. «Il have nothing now to 
Bay against my wife who is causing me this 
trouble. At the proper time I will tell all 
know.”’ 

Hazard will be held here pending com- 
munication with the Franklin County au- 
thorities. His first wife and eight children 
are living in Washington County. Hazard 
is a painter and of late hag been work- 
ing in various Illinois towns. 


MRS. HULL'S PICKPOCKETS, 


One of Them Shot an Officer Six Years 
Ago. 


When a pocketbook enatcher tried to 
the purse out of the hand of Mrs. 
Belle Hull of 1707 South Broadway she did 
not scream nor faint. She held tight to 
her wealth, and when the thief and his 
partvier went away she followed half a 
block behind until she met a policeman 
and had them arrested. 

Austin James and Lewis Price, negroes, 
living at 2311 Papin street, were identified 
“as thesmen. James was the one who tried 
to snatch the pocketbook. 

The examination of Price on the witness 
Stand recalled a tragedy of six years aga. 

In 1892 Price resisted arrest and shot Of- 
ficer Behm, who réturned the fire. 

There was a regular duel in a negro tene- 
ment house Known as the White House, 
Twenty-ninth and Papin streets, and the 
lights were turned out while it was in prog- 
ress, Maggie Newman was found dead 
With a bullet in her breast. No one knew 
who fired the shot. 

Behm was shot in the shoulder, and by 
a coincidence he happened to be in the 
courtroom Thursday morning while Price 
was testifying. 

James was fined $75 and Price $50.

The river was a gorge of ice Thursday 
morning. 

The current was sluggish and the surface 
was covered with a rough white coating 
of ice. Only occasionally when a tug or 
ferry boat pushed its way through the 
miniature icebergs was the,muddy water of 
the great river visible.

7 o’ciock last evening, and got off his 
(car at Cardinal and Park avenues, Then 
crossed the street, and us he did sG6 
an east-bound car hit him, Knocked him to 
the ground and, before the motorman could 
stop his car, it had mangie1 and crushed 
poor Lonergan to death. 

When picked up it was found thar his 
head was crushed and ‘vis body so badly 
mangled that death must have been almost 
instantaneous.

Louis Crematory the ashes weighed about 
five pounds, ‘The ashes were put in a 
square copper box, hermetically sealed, and 
this box placed in a heavy wooden box ten 
inches square, and handed over to the ex- 
press company like any other ordinary ar- 
ticle for quick transportation, 

And thus have the last traces of all that 
Was morta! of the man who, but 36 years 
old, had risen to the front rank of St. \Louls 
artists, and whose genius attracted attena- 
‘tion from artists everywhere. 
lt was Crusius’ request that his body be 
remated and that the ashes be sent to 
family at Indianapolis.
